Now this Commandment doth mean, that we muſt «bey the 
Powers..

Put. them in mind to be [ybjett to Principalities and Powers, to Obey Magi- 
rates, When thething is /awfwul! which they command, it muſt 
be done..

Bur, though-the finf/! ching may not be done, yet the Rulers muſt 
not be reſiſted, otherwiſe than by prayer s and tears, intreaty and 
perſuaſion, reaſoning and diſcourſe, reproof and admonition : Arms 
muſt not be taken up againſt them, and war waged with them up- 
on. this. account ; but their penalties muſt be ſubmitred to, and their 
mjur ies born with patience, . peace and meckneſs. And thus are they 
indeed obe3ed, by /ubmitting to them 3 thus. ſubjeftion is paid them, 
by ie/ding to their Y way and authority. wives are ſubject to 
their husbands, children and ſervants obey, the one their parents, 
the other their maſters, i» a/l things ( + as it is commanded them ) + Cot.

Our late Sovereign was accuſed of being Popi/hly affetted, and of 
ruling tyrannically, illegally, arbitrarily : who yet was luch a Papsſt as 
to require of his Subjects the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy , 
which is the abſolute renounc5ng of the Pope's authority ; and ſuch 
a Papiſt again as to worſhip according to the Church of E 
land, whoſe Liturgy, Articles, Homilies, Canons ſpeak all poſitively 
and fully againſt Popery : who was ſuch a Tyrant, illegal arbitrary 
Governour as to.rule by the Laws, to fear to act in, any Oy 
contrary to.them ( taking advice therefore of the /udges) and to 
make conſcience of oppreſſing, and to ſuffer every one to enjoy 
his own. But ſuch of our Laws, Liberties and Propes- 
ties were-the Grandes his enemies, as to bring us into a liberty of 
paying grievous Taves 18. years together, to ſequefter Zyaiifs 
eſtates, to make Laws, and impoſe Oaths and. Covenants, to: raile 
Armies, and to ſeiſe Forts, Ports and Navy, to uſurp and c

If when ye 
doe well, and ſuffer for it, ye take it patiently, this is acceptable with God, 
From whence alſo it is manifeſt, that he requires theſe innocent

I have clearly (hewed that he means 
the preſent Rulers, and that theſe were idz/aters and 11JHY LOOs * and 
therefore this cannot be his meaning, But this he ſays, Rulers

+ This is plainly the Apoſtle's mind; and not that they might take 
up arms againſt Ceſar and the Offers under him, becaule they were 
evil, St. Peter {peaks it moſt clear ly, Submit your ſelves to the King, 
and to the Governonrs ſent out by him for the puniſhment of evil deers, and 
for the praiſe of them that dee well, Was it for the puniſhment of 
evil deers, when they were ſometime ſent forth to puniſh Chriſti- 
ans for their Chriſtianity, for not worſhiping their falſe gods and ob- 
lerving their impious ſage fiion ? And was it for the praiſe of 
them that aid well, when they were ſent forth: to encourage and 
defend 1dolaters in their Idolatry ? Beſides there were ſeveral «they 
evils which according to their received authority they were to pro- 
mote and eXEecMte + for who dare ſay Heathens Laws and Com- 
mands vere all good and juſt ? But yet good they did, and not a /itrle 
by their Government, as their Conſtitutions and Miniſtrations 
witneſs : and therefore the Apoſtles ſay, Be ſubjeft ro them, For I: 
may add, that if they were not to be ſubject to ſuch that were to 
ſome good works a terror, and to /eme evil not a terror to ſuch 
that were injurious to them, and even to their Heathen ſubjects al- 
{o, in /ome things, and that both civil! and religions 5, they were then 
to be ſubject tO none at preſent, there being * grevnt None: without 
theſe faults : and ſo the Commandment would ſ1gnihe at preſent 
juſt »9hivg to them : which is monſtrows. 

And now we muſt not forget, that this Command is not deli- 
vered unto Heathens , who if by reſiſting they ſhould conquer, 
would yet ſtill maintain their 1delatry, and perſecute Chriſtians : bur 
to Chriſtians, who if they ſhould get the ſupreme Power into 
their hands, would make a glorious reformation, eſtabliſhing in the 
Empire by Sanction of Law the Goſpel of Chriſt in the room of 
Ethniciſm. For the effecting of which great good they muſt nor 
rebel : according to the general doctrine, * We muſt not doe evil that 
good may come. 


And this is the ſenſe of the Primitive Church : this was their

As Tertullian (who 
lived but 150 years after ) witnefſeth : who writing unto the 
Roman Heathen Magiſtrates, tells them in the name of all his bre- 
thren, that though they unjuſtly and moſt grievouſly perſecuted 
them for their Piery and Religion alone, and no evil, yet they 
would not take up arms againſt them, though they were able to 
doe it, for that their Religion ferbad them. Whoſe words are theſe, 
(3) Ye kill rhe Chriſtians on croſſes and ſtakes, ye tear their ſides with hooks ; 
we are thrown to the beaſts, we are burned in the fire , we are condemned 
ro the Mines, we are vanifhed inro Iſlands, — We always pray for all Em:- 
perors, that Goa would grove them a long life, a ſecure Empire, a. ſafe 
houſe, valiant Armies, a loyal Senate, faithfull People, a quiet World, and 
whatſoever any man or Ceſar himſelf can deſire. — (®) In Emperors we 
adore the Comnſe! of God, who hath ſet them over the Nations, We know 
that to be in them which God wills : and therefore what God wills, we pray 
the ſame may be ſafe and proſperous, — But why ſpeak I any more of the 
Piety and Religion of Chriſtians to the Emperor , whom we muſt needs h6- 
nour, as one that our Lord hath choſen ? ſo that I may juſtly (cy, Ceſar is 
rather Ours, as being conſtituted by our God; and therefore being mine, 1 
doe the more for his welfare, (©) We are the ſame to Emperors As to our 
neighboxrs *, for to wiſh, to doe, to ſpeak, to think ill of any one whoever, 
& alike forbidden 1%. What we may not doe againſt the Emperor, nei- 
ther may we doe againſt any one 5, and what we may ave to no one, much ra- 
ther perhaps may we not doe to Him (4) who « ſo Great by God, If we 
are commanded to love our enemies, who then remains for us to hate? If 
when we are hurt, we are forbidden to repay the like, whom then can we 
hurt ? (*) God forbid we ſhould avenge our ſelves by private fire, If we

We have filled all your places, your Cities, Iſlands, Caſtles, Corporations, 
Conſiſtories, your very Camps, Tribes, Decuries, the Palace, the Senate, 
the Common Court, What war ſhould we not be fit for and very far- 
ward unto, yes though unequal in forces, who ſo freely part with our lives, 
if our Religion did not require us rather to be killed than to kill ? —— Now 
your enemies are the fewer for the maltitude of Chriſtians, as ſuch now are 
almſt all your Cittzens, And writing to Scap»/a an Heathen Pre-

' of reverence we owe to all our Rulers, whether good or bad, until death. 
We are not to conſider the men : it is enough for us, that by the will of Goa 
they are Magiſtrates, on whom God hath impreſſed an Inviolable Majeſty. 
——If a cruel Prince torment #s, if a covetos's rob #s, if an imipions per- 
ſecute us for our piety, let us then remember our ſins, which without doubt 
God thus puniſhes : and ſo our humility will curb our impatience, —-JWe 
are commanded only to obey and ſuffer. Thus he condemns all private 
mens riſing againſt their Governours, though they be moſt ry-anni- 
cal : And 0 y adds, that if any Popular Magiſtrates are conſtituted ly 
the Laws of a Kingdom for the reſtraining of the King s licentiouſnſ;, 
they ought according to their oO to curb him when he grows extravagant 
and tyrannical. that where there are »o ſuch Magiſtrates, and 
yet where there are, when thoſe Magiſtrates conſent with the King 
in his licentiouſneſs and tyranny, there Cacorranng, to Mr. Calvin) 
no forceable reſiſtance ought to be made by the Subje&ts.

This Doctrine of quiet and ſubmiſſive patience and non- 
reliſtance cannot be interpreted a defence of Rulers oppreſſion, 
unleſs by perverſe malice ; nor an encomragement of them to this 
wickedne(s, any more than the Goſpel, . which ( as we have ſeen) 
commands it, and the Primitive Fathers, who ( as we have alſo 
ſeen ) taught it. Nor can any _ I have now ſpoken this,

No, the deſign is to prevent 
the horrid ſn of Rebellion, and the multifarious miſchiefs of a 
Civil War. Whether our King be more prone to = 
or his le to rebellion , let the preſent ſtate of affairs wit- 
neſs, let the Male-contents ſpeak, if from their hearts they 
ſpeak. When He proves a Tran, I dare ſay, Retiſt ; as be- 
ing confident his Nature is ſo gentle, and his Wiſedom fo great, 
that he never will rule (6 barbarouſly, and give ſuch provoca- 
tion to the factious multitude, ſo expoſe himſelf to War, and 
fo hazard his Crown and Life. But then by a Tyrawr, I mean 
not one that is called ſo by enemies, or by the ignorant, by an 
ambitious and diſcontented, a wanton and ſeditious company, 
or by a whole Nation of ſuch men ; ( as remembring our late 
Sovereign was ſo ſlandred, whoſe Tyranny was Law and Cle- 
mency, as his imputed Popery was true Proteſtantiſm, and his fa- 
nm Piety :) Nor yet mean I one that oxce or twice acts 
illegally : but ( * as enemies themſelves have defined ) one who 
rules either wholly or in great part contrary to the Laws, and con- 
tinually oppreſſes grievonſly, nor will be perſnaded from his fro- 
wardneſs, injufti cruelty. 

And they that rule thus inhumanly, cannot but expect ( as 
the world now is ) mutiny, oppoſition and rebellion : For as 
Chriſtianity hath not made Geverxwws, which are but few, what

And weſe is 

it ( who can ſay how much worſe ? ) to be deprived by the Di- 

vine Juſtice of the Kingdom of Heaven and Eternal life, and to 

be carried by Devils into the Infernal priſons, and there tormented 

far ever in fire and brimfone, than to be impriſoned by ſeditious 

men in a Caſtle Or Common Gaol, and there mocked and contemned, 

and to be deprived of an earthly Kingdom and temporal life.

It 1s enated, that if any =o ſhall 
maliciouſly and adviſedly affirm, that buth or either Houſes of Parliament a Le- 
giſlative power without the King, be ſhall incur the penalty of a F remungre mentioned 
m the Star. of 15 Rich. 2. And it 1s alſo there declared, that all Ordinances of bnh 
or either Houſes of Parliament for impoſing of Oaths, Covenants or Engagements, Levy- 
ing of Taxes, or Raifing of Forces and Arms, to which the Royal Aſſent either in Per- 
fon or by Commiſſion was not expreſly had or giuen, were in the very firft creation and 
making, and fill are, and fo ſhall be taken to be null and woid to all intents and pur- 
poſes whatſnever. And Stat. 13. Car. 2. c. 6. (5 Stat. 14. c. 3- it 15 declared, 
that within all his Majeſtie's Realms and Dominions the ſole Supreme Government, 


Command and Dijpoſitron of the Militia, and of all Forces by Sea and Land, and of 


all Forts and Places of flrength '#s and ever was the undoubted Right of his Majeſty, 
and his Reyal Predecefſors, Kings and Queens of England, and that both or exther 
Houſes of Parliament cannot wy ought to pretend to the ſame, nor can nor lawſally 
may raiſe or levy any War, Offenjrue or Defenſrue, againſt his Majeſty, his Heirs or 
lawfull Succeſſrs. And Stat. 13. Car. 2. c. 1. & Stat. 14. c. 4. 115 declared, 


that it is not lawful! upon Any pretence whatſnever to take Arms agazmaſt the King : 
and that the pyſitron of tabing Arms by His Authority agarnſt His Perſon, or agaanit 
thoſe that ave Commilſronated by Him, is Trayterous. And long before, 245. Edw. 3. 
Stat. $.. c. 2, it 15 declared High Treaſon to l-vy War againſt the King, or to adbere 
t9 his enemies within the Realm, giving them aid or comfort.

Though the King be the 
Supreme Officer (which 1s all and the moſt he ts ) yet he is not the Sy- 
preme Power ;, for the abſolute ſupreme power us the people in general, made 
up of every individual and the legal and formal ſupreme power 1s only 
their Commiſſioners, their Colleftive or Repreſentative boay choſen by them, 
and aſſembled in Parliament, P. 43. The Houſe of Lords are mere Uſur- 
pers and Incroachers, and were never intruſted by the People with ayy 
Legiſlative power 5, who merely ſit by the King s Prerogative, which is ; 
mere ſhadow, and in truth nothing at all, there being no Law-makins 
power in Himſelf, but merely and only at the moſt a Law-executin; 
power 5 who by his Coronation-Oath is bound to paſs and aſſent to 4!! 
ſuch Laws as his People or Commons ſhall chaſe, . P. 57. It is ſcarce 
poſſible to commit that att of Tyranny that Charles Stuart is not guilty 
of : and therefore de jlire he hath abſelved- all his people from their 
Allegiance and Obedience to him, P. 61. It is lawfull in the fight of 
God as well as man for a people to withdraw their Obedience to that Ma- 
giſtrate, or King, that refuſeth to govern them by legal juſtice , but op- 
preſſeth them contrary to the end of the truſt repoſed in him. P. 85. On! 
the legal Commiſſioners of the people, commonly: called the Commons 0 
England have an original and true power to ereft fudicatures, and nv 
the King, who is not to give a law wunto his people, but his people uni» 
him. P. 92. Our Houſe of Peers are no legal {ndicature at all , nor 
have any true Legiſlative or Law-making power at all in them, having 
never in the leaſt derived it from the people, the true Legiſlators and 
Fountain of power, from whom only and alone muſt be fetched all deriva- 
tive power that can be eſteemed juſt, — Up with the pretended power 
of the Lords by the roots, and let them fit no longer as they av, unleſs 
they will put themſclues upon the power of their Country, to be freely 
thereby choſen as their Commiſſioners to ſit in Parliament : for un 
right all their attions now are unbinding and invalid. 


I have now ſatished my deſign in producing theſe Princi- 
ples, which are apparently Seditiozs and Rebellions, and Pernici- 
0x5 tO our Government : and the iniquity of them is therefore 
as apparent. Let all that love Truth and Righteouſneſs, Peace 


and Loyalty, pray they may never ſpread, and we may never 
feel their {ad effects.
